6 AS  THE  LOCATION  FOR  A 600-UNIT  HOUSING  COMPLEX  (REF  D),  IS 
LARGE  ENOUGH  FOR  THIS  SCALE  CONSTRUCTION  BUT  HE  SAID  HE 
THINKS  THE  GRADED  AREA  BELOW  THE  POLICE  STATION  IS  SUFFICIENT 
FOR  A HOUSING  COMPLEX.  SEIDEMANN  ALSO  SAID  BE  BELIEVES  THE 
INFRASTRUCTURE  WORK  SURROUNDING  THE  ISRAELI  POLICE 
HEADQUARTERS  FAR  EXCEEDS  WHAT  IS  NECESSARY  FOR  A POLICE 
STATION.  (NOTE:  INFRASTRUCTURE  WORK  INCLUDES  ROADWORK 
PREPARATION  AND  PLACEMENT  OF  LARGE  CONCRETE  PIPES.  END 
NOTE.)  SEIDEMANN  ALSO  SAID  HE  BELIEVES  THE  WORK  HE  AND 
POLOFF  OBSERVED  EXCEEDS  WHAT  WAS  PERMITTED.  ACCORDING  TO 
SEIDEMANN,  THE  ORIGQAL  PERMIT  FOR  THE  AREA  ALLOWED  FOR 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  A TWO-LANE  ROAD  INTO  THE  SITE;  WHEREAS,  HE 
NOTED  THAT  THE  CURRENT  ROAD  IS  50  FEET  WIDE  OR  WIDER,  WHICH 
IS  MORE  APPROPRIATE  FOR  A FOUR  TO  SIX  LANE  HIGHWAY.  (NOTE:
